The o pinio n gro ws that an o v erhau ling o f o u r 
eco no mic o u tlo o k is as essential to natio nal safe­ 
ty as the o v erhau ling o f o u r m ilitary establish­ 
ment—that swift steps to ward eco no mic pre­ 
paredness mu st be taken alo ng with steps to ­ 
ward rearmament. Fo r defense spending, like all 
spending, mu st co me fro m co nsu mable wealth. 
“If we are to hav e gu ns, tanks and planes, as 
well as new au to mo biles, electric refrigerato rs and 
the American standard o f fo o d, clo thing and shel­ 
ter, we mu st pro du ce mo re go o ds and cheaper,” 
say s o ne big city daily . “If we w ant these things 
we mjist pay fo r them with pro du ctio n. If we can­ 
no t hav e all these things we m u st decide which 
we want mo st.” 
Fo r a decade American bu reau cracy has cu r­ 
tailed pro du ctio n by irrespo nsible decree; ham­ 
stru ng enterprise by restrictiv e penalties; disco u r­ 
aged inv estment by direct go v ernmental co mpeti­ 
tio n with basic indu stries. 
Two indu stries mo st 
v ital to natio nal defense are ex amples amo ng 
hu ndreds: transpo rtatio n and the u tilities. 
The 
u tilities hav e fo rged ahead to increase emplo y ­ 
ment and cu t the co st o f electricity in ho mes to 
lesf than the tax es o n cigarets; they co ntribu te 
$ 1,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
a day in tax es. Yet thro u gh the TVA, 
go .v emment has tried to driv e them o u t o f bu si­ 
ness. 
American railro ads hav e fo u ght a lo sing 
battle with bu reau cracy fo r y ears—fo rced to hire 
u nneeded men, fo rced 
to co mpete with tax - 
su bsidized riv als, 
o bliged to adju st rates and 
serv ices in acco rdance with the whims o f innu m­ 
erable po litical bu reau s. 
The list might be ex ­ 
tended almo st endlessly . 
There need be no glo o m regarding either ade­ 
qu ate defense o r preserv atio n o f essential pro ­ 
grams, if o nly Americans insist o n su pplanting bu ­ 
reau cratic bu ngling with co mmo n sense, and o n 
retifming the helm o f indu stry to the men who 
hav e bwlt indu stry . 
The need fo r insistence is 
imperativ e and u rgent.

A MEDDLED SENATOR 


(Chicago Tribune) 


Senato r Pepper o f Flo rida has been leading 
the war hawks in co ngress. 
He is no t o nly will­ 
ing, he is eager, to hav e the equ ipment o f the 
army and nav y sent abro ad ev en tho u gh it is plain 
that to do so might leav e u s u narmed o r insu f­ 
ficiently armed to face the inv ader. 
The senato r su ggested in the co u rse o f the 
debase that tho se who disagree with him o n 
qu estio ns o f fo reign po licy do so o u t o f admira­ 
tio n o r appro v al o f Herr Hitler. 
In fact, the senato r was seeking to co nceal his 
o wn malign pu rpo ses o f redu cing this co u ntry 
to helplessness by directing false and mislead­ 
ing accu satio ns at his o ppo nents. 
Americans 
wish to stay o u t o f the war becau se, in their 
calcu latio n, the gain which might co me to u s 
fro m an allied v icto ry wo u ld no t be wo rth its 
co st in blo o d and mo ney , in eco no mic diso rgan­ 
izatio n, and in the fastening o n this co u ntry o f 
a dictato rship fro m which we might no t emerge 
fo r a generatio n. 
They are thinking as Amer­ 
icans, no t as transplanted Eu ro peans. 
Mr. Pepper may pretend that he wishes this 
co u ntry merely to ado pt “all measu res sho rt o f 
war” as the fo rmu la go es. 
That po sitio n is 
mo rally indefensible and is calcu lated to lead to 
war. 
If the welfare o f the United States is 
who lly dependent u po n an allied v icto ry , as he 
believ es, then it is bo th co wardly and absu rd to 
withho ld an o u nce o f o u r po wer fro m the battle­ 
fields o f Eu ro pe.

The “sho rt o f war” fo rmu la did no t wo rk in 
19 14-19 17 . 
We started with su pplies, and they 
were fo llo wed by lo ans, and with increasing dip­ 
lo matic pressu re u po n the ceneral po wers 
The 
day came when we declared war, tho u gh at the 
time v ast nu mbers o f Americans believ ed that 
o u r co ntribu tio n was to be limited to the nav y 
the merchant marine, and ex tensiv e credits. 
Thé 
ex pectatio n 
pro v ed who lly wro ng. 
When 
the 
w ar ended 
there were two millio n 
American 
so ldiers in Eu ro pe, and 
5 0 ,0 0 0 
had been killed in 
battl*. 
That ex perience sho u ld no t be fo rgo tten

Ro o sev elt co ntends that he will keep clear all 
ro ads leading to the o bjectiv e o f assisting the 
Allies; that we will no t slo w do wn o r deto u r; 
that w'e need no t and will no t in any way aban­ 
do n o u r co ntinu ing effo rts to make demo cracy 
wo rk within o u r o wn bo rders; that we will insist 
o n the need fo r v ario u s impro v ements in o u r o wn 
so cial and eco no mic life. 
In a fo rm er speech, he said we will no t giv e u p 
“so cial refo rm .” 
No w, “so cial refo rm” to Ro o sev elt means ex act­ 
ly o ppo site fro m what it m eant to the fram ers o f 
the Co nstitu tio n and to ev ery perso n who is co n­ 
sistent eno u gh that he is no t afraid to answer 
qu estio ns. It means class legislatio n o f the wo rst 
kind. 
It means the ex act antithesis o f tru e 
demo cracy ; that is, o f a demo cracy tha t has 
equ al ru les fo r all and do es no t attem pt to equ al­ 
ize abilities. 
“So cial refo rm,” to Ro o sev elt, means simply 
state so cialism. 
Undo u btedly , Ro o sev elt believ es that it is a 
“so cial refo rm ” to pass a law that prev ents peo ­ 
ple who believ e in a free enterprise sy stem fro m 
asso ciating to gether to add to the wealth o f the 
wo rld. 
The W agner Law do es no thing bu t in­ 
terfere with free enterprise. I t is a fo rm o f co l­ 
lectiv ism—the v ery thing he claims he wants to 
fight against. 
The Wage and Ho u r Law is no thing bu t a fo rm 
o f co llectiv ism. 
It is the v ery antithesis o f “so ­ 
cial refo rms.” 
It takes away fro m citizens the 
right to u se their facu lties as Go d and N atu re 
intended them to u se them. It is a fo rm o f co l­ 
lectiv ism that Ro o sev elt w ants to fight against. 
The So cial Secu rity Law is ano ther law tha t 
takes away the inalienable rights o f a man to 
the fru its o f his labo r. It u ses parts o f the fru its 
o f his labo r to keep the New Dealers, the co l­ 
lectiv ists, in po wer. These are o nly a few o f the 
laws tha t are weakening o u r stru ctu re and has­ 
tening the day o f co llectiv ism in o u r o wn co u ntry . 
France and England hav e been satu rated with 
the same kind o f laws tha t Ro o sev elt regards as 
“so cial refo rm s”—laws that prev ent men fro m 
u sing their talents to benefit themselv es and 
so ciety . 
Ho w mu ch o f an o bject lesso n do we need to 
co nv ince 
peo ple that 
the 
W agner Law, the 
So cial Secu rity Law, the Wage and Ho u r Law, 
the farm laws pay ing peo ple fo r no t pro du cing, 
the go v ernment’s metho d o f taking fro m o ne and 
giv ing to ano ther, as they hav e been do ing in 
England and France, are no t really so cial re­ 
fo rms bu t things that will bring to u s, if co n­ 
tinu ed, the same plight that is facing the Allies. 
Wise peo ple learn fro m o ther peo ple’s mis­ 
takes, bu t stu pid peo ple hav e to learn fro m their 
o wn mistakes. 
It has been v ery ex pensiv e fo r 
England and France and it will be v ery ex pen­ 
siv e fo r the peo ple o f the United States if we 
do no t learn really w hat “so cial refo rm s” are.

Pro bably the greatest waste o f hu man energy 
is fo r peo ple to co ntinu e to adv o cate the so -called 
theo ries o f so cial betterm ent, when v ital qu es­ 
tio ns co ncerning their o peratio ns canno t ev en 
be ex plained.

American members o f the News­ 
paper Gu ild, as distingu ished fro m 
the Co mmu nists and fello w-trav el- 
ers who no w co ntro l the o rganiza­ 
tio n, are o rganizing fo r a scrap at 
the co nv entio n in Memphis in 
Ju ly . 
They ho pe to captu re the 
key po sitio ns and co ntro l o f the 
po licies, and thu s break o ff the 
u nw ritten bu t v ery effectiv e re­ 
latio nship between the gu ild and 
the Co mmu nist party . 
The Co mmu nists deny that they 
co ntro l the gu ild and deny that 
they are Co mmu nists, bu t they do 
and they are, and that is all there 
is to that. 
If the influ ence that 
established the Mo sco w relatio n­ 
ship emerges fro m the co nv entio n 
still in co ntro l a mass withdrawal 
o f the American element pro bably 
will o ccu r. 
Co mmunists Co ntro l 
A few ho pefu l idealists might 
remain, bu t the defectio ns, added 
to the m ajo rity o f newspapermen 
and wo men who nev er hav e jo ined 
the gu ild, wo u ld far o u tnu mber 
the remaining gu ild strength.

Ho w­ 
ev er, any cell o f the Co mmu nist 
party can bring o u t a little week­ 
ly , in a fo reign langu age if they 
prefer, with a circu latio n o f a few 
hu ndred co pies pu blished o nly to 
serv e the pretex t, and call that 
pu blicatio n a sho p w ith rights to 


representatio n. 
The pay may be zero o r far be­ 
lo w the standard 
requ ired o f 
American 
pu blishers 
and 
the 
mo ck jo u rnalists inv o lv ed may be 
fu rriers o r mimeo graph pro pagan­ 
dists by trade and jo u rnalists o nly 
by pretense and co llu sio n. 
The 
pu blicatio n o ffice may co nsist o nly 
o f a name o n the do o r, and there 
may 
be no 
phy sical 
pro perties 
whatev er, neither presses no r a 
ty pewriter. 
Nev ertheless su ch a sham pu b­ 
licatio n may certify sev en mem­ 
bers and the v o te o f these sev en 
will be equ al to the v o tes o f 25 
American emplo y ees in the news­ 
paper bu siness in Des Mo ines o r 
St. Jo e. 
. 
Wo uld Destro y Press 
The Co mmu nists tried in many 
way s to destro y the American 
daily press. 
One o f their de­ 
mands wo u ld fo rbid a pu blisher to 
let o u t gu ild members fo r reaso ns 
o f eco no my . 
This wo u ld mean 
that a lo sing paper wo lu d hav e to 
go deeper and deeper into debt 
with no chance to reco v er. Bank­ 
ru ptcy and the death o f the paper 
with co nsequ ent lo ss o f jo bs to all 
co ncerned is the Co mmu nists’ o b­ 
jectiv e. 
They hav e also claimed the right 
to select the men and wo men fo r 
all jo b o penings. Granted this pri­ 
v ilege thro u gho u t the bu siness, 
they wo u ld lo ad American jo u rnal­ 
ism with Co mmu nists, to the to tal 
ex clu sio n o f Americans. In New 
Yo rk a sho wdo wn o ccu rred when 
the Co mmu nist Daily W o rker fir­ 
ed a backslider fo r refu sing to 
write against his o pinio ns u nder 
his name. The gu ild did no thing, 
altho u gh there wo u ld hav e been a 
v io lent pro test and pro bably a 
strike had an American pu blisher 
attem pted a similar impo sitio n. 
Obedience to Mo sco w 
Mo reo v er this incident threw in­ 
to pro minence the fact that the 
W o rker 
discriminates 
against 
Americans fo r their po litical be­ 
liefs, insists o n 100 per cent o be­ 
dience to the Mo sco w line in all its 
emplo y ees, in additio n to which 
v io latio n o f a principle impo sed o n 
the 
American 
pu blishers 
the 
W o rker 
pay s 
miserable 
wages 
witho u t 
mo lestatio n 
fro m 
the 
gu ild. 
The Co mmu nist co ntro l fav o rs 
Co mmu nist o r party -line pu blica­ 
tio ns by waiv ing the co nditio ns o f 
wages, ho u rs and no ndiscrimina­ 
tio n which are angrily insisted 
u po n in dealings with the Ameri­ 
can pu blishers.
